tEditor’s note: several months ago the NEWS published in serial form another animal story 
by Percy L. Bonebrake entitled “The Mountain Lion.” Many readers expressed interest in the 
story as it appeared from week to week, and now Mr. Bonebrake has offered this one, “The Cali¬ 
fornia Deer.” It was the first story the pioneer Sierra Madrean ever wrote for publication and 
appeared in January of 1904.) 

By P. L. BONEBRAKE 

He was born in a deep, well- 
timbered canyon on the north 
slope of the little Mule range. 

His mother had been dry a 
year before his birth, and this 
year the winter had been a 
mild one, there was now plen¬ 
ty of feed and water, and she 
was in splendid condition to 
undertake the duties which his 
arrival demanded. 

The little fellow was well 
contented with the world as he 
found it. True, the light was a 
little strong for his eyes, but 
the soft caressing touch of his 
mother’s velvety tongue was 
fast relieving him of any un¬ 
pleasant sensations. Under its 
magic touches, “he felt a new 
strength permeating through 
his veins, and he suddenly dis¬ 
covered his legs; they were 
long, ungainly and awkwaid, 
like a pair of Dutch stilts, but 
they were the only means na¬ 
ture had provided him with 
which to get through the 
world. He tried to arise, and 
got his limbs fairly well col¬ 
lected under him, and after 
several attempts succeeded in 
getting up. As a means of lo¬ 
comotion, however, his legs 
were a successful failure; they 
showed a marked tendency to 
go in four different directions 
at once, which was manifestly 
impossible, and at his first at¬ 
tempt to walk he took an ig¬ 
nominious tumble. 

After his exertions he was 
very tired, and well content to 
lie still. It was not long, how¬ 
ever, before he essayed anoth¬ 
er attempt, and getting his 
hind legs well apart, he arose 
on them, and after a mighty 
struggle, stood up on all four. 

True, he trembled and swayed 
a good deal, but he was more 
cautious than before and did 
not try to walk until he had 
secured a perfect balance. Then 
making a few staggering steps, 
he lurched against his mother, 
after taking a few invigorating 
pulls at her distended udder, 
which filled him with a new 
ambition, and when his mother 
moved off into the denser tim¬ 
ber, stepping daintily and 
slowly along, looking back 
with maternal anxiety at her 
wobbling offspring, he follow¬ 
ed unsteadily after. 

He did very well for a few 
rods, until his foot struck a 
snag of an old up-rooted tree 
stricken by a storm many years 
before and he fell into the cav-

Cornyn told us that Planning 
permission was not necessary 
to build a second residence on 
the lot since we had more 
than 15,000 square feet. On 
Aug. 29, the City Building De¬ 
partment issued a permit to 
build the second residence,” ho 
continued. 

Colonel Thurber said that on

for a National Guard armory. 

The councilmen conceded 
Tuesday, however, that an ar¬ 
mory for Sierra Madre is some¬ 
what of a dead issue—for the 
next two years, at least. 

“ ‘A bird in the hand is 
worth two or three in the 
bush,’” paraphrased Council¬ 
man Lawrence Washburn. 

“There’s nc sense in holding 
our breaths wafting for the 
state to put in an armory,” 
he said. 

“In the meantime, we should 
go ahead with our recreation 
program.” 

Editor’s note: If the state 
doesn’t act before the end of 
November, it will lose the pro¬ 
posed lease offered by the city 
for an armory site on the lots.) 

The Recreation Commission 
had recommended that Bailey 
Canyon be developed as a 
“wild” area for picnicking, 
camping, and hiking, and that 
the city park be “preserved as 
a ‘spot of green’ in the center 
of town.” 

In their report, the commis¬ 
sioners pointed out that both 
the Youth Hut area and the 
vacant lots would be suitable 
locations for a swimming pool 
and adequate tennis courts. 

"It’s been my point all along 
that we need more recreation 
facilities,” said Councilman 
Noren Eaton. ‘‘Now they (the 
commissioners) see it that way, 
and I think it’s time to go ahead. I would like to see as 

rapidly as possible additional 
recreational facilities estab¬ 
lished in the proper place.” 

Mr. Eaton said that in his 
opinion the “proper place” is 
the four lots next to the park. 

“The Recreation Commission 
will be happy to hear this,” 
remarked Mayor Kinney.
